son to be made. Life is more precious 
than untold wealth, and health is more 
to be desired than all other earthly bles- 
sings. 
Auy provision therefore, which 


will preserve health and prolong lift 
should not be a matter of dollars anc 
cents 


Tlir relation of proper drainage to dis- 


easas. of the typhoid type is clearly anc 
unmistakably apparent. 
The time wil 


come when there will be no excuse fo 
the prevalence of typhoid fever. 
We 


belieie that before many years any town 
boroiiL'h or city that is inflicted with ttiii 
disease will be judged to be wilfully cul- 
pable in not having taken sufficient sani 
tary measures to prevent its spread 
This 19 a broad assertion, but the statis- 
tics show that diseases of this nature 
can lie eradicated 
by necessary sani- 


tary i agulntions. 
Any municipal corpor- 


ation that can add to the health and life 
of its citizens and refuses to expend the 
requisite means to do so must be re- 
garded in no enviable light. 


Now for a few facts and figures:—Tn 


twelve small towns fn England, mentioned 
by Mr. Haldwin Lnpham, in his work on 
Sanit/iry Engineering, the reduction it 
the average number of deaths by ty- 
phoid, taking as a basis the death rate 
beforo the constructing of sanitary works, 
and nftcr they were built, was nearly one- 
half (43} per cent.) 
The case of the 


Maplewood young ladies' seminary, at 
Pittsdold, Mass., is frequently quoted as 
a striking instance of the connection be- 
tween foul air and typhoid fever. 
The 


house was a large wooden structure with 
a foul barn yard in which swine wallowed 
near it, the vaults were from 80 to 90 feet 
from the building, and received the slops 
from the private closet;,, the cellar of 
the building was used for storing vege- 
tables. 
The odor arising from these 


causes frequently led to the necessity of 
closing the windows during the heat of 
the summer to keep out the stench that 
offended the nostrils of the inmates. The 
result of this carelessness in polluting the 
air, in the light of the investigation which 
followed, can be readily traced. "Of 74 
resident pupils, GO or nearly 90 per cent, 
had illness of some sort, and 51, or nearly 
tii) per cent, had well marked typhoid 
fever. 
Of tho whole family of 112 pfcr- 


sons, .'>G had typhoid fever and of these 


f>G, Iti died. These -proportions applied 
to the 8,000 persons living in Pittsfield 
would have given 4,000 cases of typhoid 
fever within the space of a few weeks, 
and of these 1,140 would have died." 
The c mscs of the disease were enquired 
into l>y the physicians of the place and 
traced to their proper sources, recom- 
mend, itions 
were 
made, which were 


adopted, arid "Maplewood became and 
is still free from malarial diseases." 


Another instance of the propagation of 


typhoid in a school is given by Mr. Wa- 
ring in the case of St. Mary's Hall, in our 
neighboring town of Burlington. 
About 


ten ye irs ago a serious outbreak of typhoid 
took place among the students. Dr. John 
L. Lcconte. in reporting his inspection of 
the nutter, says "that the water supply 
was taken from two rain water cisterns, 
in bi, i Id ing which, an their bottoms were 
below the level of the soil water, a hole 
was left open to relieve the pressure 
while 
hardening. 
These holes were 


plugged, and the water supply was made 
to depend entirely upon the river. 
A 


year Liter, the plugs were removed, bring- 
ing the cisterns into communication with 
the soil water. 
Some time afterwards 


privy vaults were dug, one of them only 
ten or twelve feet from the cisterns, and 
although these were supposed to be tight- 
ly made, the soil (after three years) be- 
came poisoned with the effluvia and infil- 
terations, and the water from the cisterns 
becamu contaminated. 
The disuse of 


these cisterns was advised on the 18th of 
December, 1874, the water being taken 
directly from the river. Ten days later, 
the last c»se of typhoid fever occurred 
and the school has since that time been 
quite free from all similar diseases. 
Al- 


though many of the pupils were attacked, 
the servants escaped entirely, and it was 
found they drank m unboiled water, nsing 
only tea and coffee. 
Among the pupils it 


was found that of seven who drank only 
water, six bad been attacked with ty- 
phoid." 


These instances are but sample* of hun- 


dreds which could be given.

) poison ing, it appears to be well settled, 
•"depends upon either foul air or foul water. 
If this is so, there is no excuse for a 
•single death from this disease when the 
imfmntres ef air and water can b» re- 
nofed.

The prevalent diseases in our borough 


are of the malarious type. Typhoid and 
intermitting fevers are frequently met 


with. 
Diphtheria 
is not 
uncommon. 


They are where impure or stagnant water 
or foul air is found. The remedy to be 
applied it evident. 
The cause must be 


removed, as far as possible, and as won 
as possible. An outlet must be provided 
for tho product of the sinks and water 
closets. Compared with others Bristol 
is said to be a healthy town by the phy- 
sicians here. .But this should not satisfy 
us. Bristol should be made the model 
town for health in the whole Common- 
wealth. 
When any cause for disease 


exists, it sliould be the pride, as it is the 
duty, of the corporation of the borough 
to see that it is removed. 


The necessity for a complete system of 


sewerage is acknowledged by all, but 
there arc a number who want to wait. 
The reasons they give for waiting until a 
more convenient season resolve themselves 
into one, that one is, the borough cannot 
afford it. 
It lias been shown, heretofore, 


that we c.in afford it. 
A tax rate of $1.00 


on the $100,—which has in former years 
been levied by Council for purposes not half 
so necessary as for providing a system of 
sowers, w ill gradually place a net work of 
sewers under Bristol that will accomplish 
all that i) desired. If we want to pay as 
we go that is the way to do it. 
If we 


want to finish the work as rapidly as pos- 
sible, the plan would be to issue bonds for 
the necessary sum, and reduce each year 
a portion of the indebted ness by the same 
amount of tax. 
We do not need to wait 


and inhale poisonous vapors with every 
breath and swallow liquid impurity with 
every mouthful of water. When a case 
of smallpox is brought to the attention 
of the borough authorities, everything 
possible is done to prevent its spread. So 
it should he with malarious diseases. 
There should be no waiting. Procrasti- 
nation will not lessen the cost of construc- 
tion, and further delay only adds to the 
list of victims of a narrow and short- 
sighted policy. The health of the citi- 
zens of Bristol, and the material prosper- 
ity of the town, alike demand that this 
good work be begun at an early day.

at the head of a flight of steps nine feet 
nigh extending from the masonry above 
the anchorage to the first iron truss, the 
same place at which blockades of people 
iavo occurred .heretofore.

General Iglcsias is stated to represent 
northern and central Peru, and the treaty 
;ie makes cedes Tarapaca and Arica-Taona 
for ten years, when the people of the 
provinces shall determine to whom the 
territory shall belong, the party receiving 
t to pay the other ten million dollars. 
Such appears to be the terms, as they are 
as liberal as Peru could expect. 


—A Carpet which was blown from the 


bouse occupied by Mr. Allen, who was 
killed by the recent cyclone at Sun City, 
Iowa, was found a day or two since in the 
sand hills, fifteen miles north of the place 
from which it started, and, strange to say, 
t>ut little injured by its long journey 
through the air.—Chicago Tiines.

when they receive their diplomas and be- 
come invaluable aids in the relief of sick- 
lese and suffering. The recent visit of 
Philadelphia officials to Charity hospital 
las been followed by a call to Dr. Seaman, 
chief of staff at that institution, to take 
ip a similar work in Philadelphia. New 
forkers who are familiar with the admin- 
stration of charity will hope that Dr. 
Seaman's services may be retained where 
they have already proved so valuable.— 
Triton*. 


COUiBfj E WEG BEES. 


The Corporation of Harvard University 


will meet again to-day to decide the mo- 
mentous question of conferring a degree 
of LL. D. upon Governor Butler. 
Their 


perturbation must afford him unbounded 
delight, but it can scarcely be called edi- 
fying to the rest of the public. Nor is. 
there any apparent cause for it. 
Only 


two courses are open to them, and which- 
ever one they choose ought to lead to an 
easy and prompt decision. 
The degree 


either means something or it means noth- 
ing. 


If the Corporation take the ground that 


it means nothing, they can find plenty of 
reasons and numerous precedents in favor 
of conferring it. 
Governor Butler is not 


profoundly versed in law of any kind, 
being merely a rather shrewd criminal 
lawyer, but ha knows as much law as 
some of his predecessors who have re- 
ceived the degree. 
It may be given to 


him also, not on the ground of his own 
merit at all, but because a majority of 
the people of Massachusetts have decided 
him to be sufficiently versed in the laws 
of government to be made the chief exec- 
utive officer of the State. The degree 
has been given in this way before, and it 
would mean as much now as it did then— 
and that is nothing at all. 
There should 


be no childish talk about giving the degree 
to the office rather than to the man. 


But if the Corporation will take the 


other ground—that the degree means 
something—a great opportunity is be- 
before them. 
The trouble they are in 


now is the natural outcome of the course 
pursued, not only by Harvard but by 
other American colleges, of scattering 
degrees right and left without regard to 
the merits of the recipients. 
All the 


colleges have combined so to cheapen 
and degrade their cnvn decrees that they 
no longer mean anything to anybody. 
This very degree of LL. D. has been 
thrown about so promiscuously that its 
most 
deserving possessors 
invariably 


shrink from using it. 
Originally it was 


given only to teachers of civil and canon 
law. 
Subsequently it was conferred both 


here and in England as an honorary de- 
gree upon persons who had acquired dis- 
tinction in learning or public affairs. 
From this later use ic has been degraded 
into an empty compliment for anybody 
whom a college wished to flitter. If 
Harvard will improve its present oppor- 
tunity and declare that henceforth it will 
give no degrees except for merit, either 
to Governors or anybody else, that begin- 
ning with Butler it will follow a new 
policy in future, it will tike the first step 
in breaking: up one of the most inexcusa- 
ble abuses in our college system.—N Y. 
Tribune.

way to determine if each stalk is tende 
before cooking is to break, not cut, a 
little piece off; if woody and tough i 
will not break easily. 


A correspondent asks what will remove 


the "shine" from black silk.

with cold coffee and ammonia—a tea- 
spoonful of ammonia to nearly a cupful of 
coffee. 
Use a very soft sponge or a flan- 


nel cloth ; rub very gently ; and, if pos- 
sible to get along without so doing, do not 
iron the silk at all.

smoothly while damp, and pin the edge 
to an ironing table or board, and let it 
dry in this way. If it is too much 
wrinkled or folded lay a cloth over the 
wrong side of the silk after sponging, and 
iron it.

recly. 
Nevertheless, people in Ireland 


still think of and talk of the Government, 
lot as their Government, but as "the 


iglish Government " 
It seems to them 


in external power, set in motion by forces 
iic\ do not control, conducted on princi- 
>les which may or may not be good, but 
vlndi are not theii principles 
Unques- 


lonably there is much truth in such a 
•lew. 
One need only listen to an Irish 


deb ite in the House of Commons to re- 
•ogni/e it 
And one must further admit 


hat the English are not merely foieign- 
ers, but by no means gracious and agree- 
,hle foreigneis, to deal \vith. 
In spite 


if their many virtues, partly because of 
some of their virtues and especially of 
heir passion fur improving people and 
hings, the English do not make them- 
selves liked by other nations, not even in 
nclia, where thev are honestly doing their 
>est for the natives.
